We had left home Thursday, June

hustle and gleaming lights and noise 
even at this hour bore a message. 
Straight toward the Y. M. C. A. we 
went and found comfortable lodging 
in a really artistic building. The 
outside and the inside were attractive. 
The ceilings of the dormitories were 
brightly painted as well as two of the 
walls; the other two being of glass. 
Brussels art squares, mission center 
table, Morris chair, a rocker and 
other chairs, a stand of golden oak, 
two chiffoniers, two wardrobes, lace 
curtains of no mean design, steam 
heat and two single beds all com- 
bined to put to shame our eastern Y. 
M. C. A.'s, and the rates were no 
higher than those given in our com- 
paratively poorly equipped buildings 
east of the Mississippi. Hotels were 
not in it at less than four times the 
rate. 


The next morning we realized that 


we were in a modern and up-to-date 
city of more than 100,000 inhabi- 
tants. 
Everything was clean. 
The 


inhabitants seemed to take personal 
pride in keeping stieets and build- 
ings 
respectable, 
and 
beautifying 


things in general, thus reminding 
forcibly of the Twin Cities visited 
about ten days before, or the charm- 
ing spots of the more eastern Hub. 


"Barriers Burned Away" was en- 


joyed in one of the theaters, and 
landscapes about the Falls caught 
our attention with a different strain. 
Nor is the power furnished by these 
falls wasted, for within the city lim- 
its, water furnishes energy to the ex- 
tent of 5o,000 b. p. The bulk of this 
Is used by the Washington Water 
Power Company for developing elec- 
trical energy. The Washington Wa- 
ter Power Company also has a plant 
at Post Falls in the Spokane River 
east of the city and is building an- 
other plant about 25 miles down the 
river. The Post Falls plant develops 
40,000 h. p. and the down river 
plant is planned to develop 90,000 
h. p. 
The city of Spokane has a 


power plant just above the city for 
its water works that develops about 
32,000 h. p. 
The Spokane and In- 


land Empire System has a plant nine 
miles clown the rivor that affords 22,- 
000 h. p. used for operating its inoi c 
than 300 miles of suburban and city 


Spokane had its first start by the 


mining activity east, north and south 
of it. The Coeur d'Alene mining dis- 
trict east of the city has produced 
about $40,000,000 annually for al- 
most 20 years. This district turns out 
40 per cent, of all the lead produced in 
the U. S. The northern district, we 
were told, was but meagrely devel- 
oped. To the south, the Placer mines 
of the Pierce City country and north- 
eastern Oregon, put much gold in 
the direction of this city for many 
years. 


Following the first mining activity, 


stock raising became one of the great 
business industries, which later gave 
way to grain growing. The Inland 
Empire within the last year produced 
more than 
50,000,000 
bushels of 


grain. Fruit growing seems to have 
passed the experimental stage, as 
many thrifty orchards were passed, 
enroute toward the city. 


The discussion thus far, may ap- 


pear to over laud this little spot that 
seems to be flourishing in the desert, 
in a land that not long since was in 
the possession of the Indian, round 
about which he still lives, but not so 
freely. 
But, we believe the descrip- 


tion not too full, in fact we know 
that a citizen of that town would 'feel 
slighted at the very little described. 
Refinement 
prevails, 
doubtless 


brought about by the 115 church or- 
ganizations, nearly all of which own 
their own building or place of wor- 
ship. 
Amusements are furnished at 


six theaters and probably fifteen mov- 
ing picture houses. 


Little was learned of the schools 


and far less of the cost and size of 
the beautiful buildingss except the 
Y. M. C. A. building built but four 
years ago by public subscription at a 
cost of little more than $150,000. 


Friday morning at 5:30 we found 


comfort on the North Coast Limited, 
and soon the beautiful city of Spo- 
kane was known as an eastern city. 


Yakima Valley and the Cascades 
Not many hours passed until we 


realized that we had been in an oasis, 
so to speak, and such must have a 
boundary. 
Good farming land grew 


less. 
Rocky perpendicular columns 


formed a middle ground before the 
sage brush lands appeared. 
The 


tourist learns that the West is truly 
the land of "Long Distances." 
We 


were bound for Seattle, a distance of 
400 miles from Spokane, and Seat- 
tle was yet 100 miles from the Pa- 
cific. 
The states were larger than 


they appeared on the map, Pennsyl- 
vania not being nearly able to meas- 
ure up to the 69,180 square miles in 
this state of the far northwest. The 
Yakima Valley, famous for its apples, 
also afforded the sight of the com- 
bined harvester and thresher.

In the common progress of mathe- 


matical study the need of such trans 
cendental dimension first arises to the 
specific case of that plane section of 
the pone designated the hyperbola. Al- 
an Infinite as well as in all intermedi 
ate distances of that curve from the 
point of origin the line is continuous 
in a given direction; if BOW to infinity 
a single unit be added the curve comes 
into view in the diametrically opposite 
direction.

TARIFF AND TRUSTS 


Extract From Judge Parker's Balti- 


more Convention Speech. 


In this great country, which boasts 


of a wealth of $130,000,000,000, as 
against $80,000,000,000 for Great 
JBritain and-Ireland, $65,000,000,000 
for France and $60,000,000,000 for 
Germany, all are conscious that too 
. large a part of our wealth has been 
secured by a small percentage of our 
population and that the cost of living 
rises faster than the average income. 


The principal cause of all this is to 


be found in the tariff statutes, and ia 
the combinations restraining trade 
.and competition, created for the pur- 
pose of wringing from the public 
every dollar which the tariff statutes 
made possible. 


The average of duties under the 


tariff of 17S9 was 8% per cent. Now 
the average is 50 per cent. 


In 1842 the average was 32 pel- 


cent. 
In 1S4G it was reduced to 25 


per ,cent., which worked so well that 
a reduction to an average of 20 per 
cent, followed in 1S57. 


Probably it would never have been 


.again increasd but lor the war, for 
the' census of 1860 disclosed a higher 
])ercentage ot" increase of the national 
wealth during the preceding ten years 
ihan for any other decade before or 
since, and the percentage of increase 
in capital invested in manufacturing 
was also greater than during any 
similar period in our history. 


I'rotecjtcd interests benefited by two 


- increases during the war, the first to 


un avcruj;e of 37 Yz per cent., the sec- 
ond to 17 per cent. That high aver- 
age, then excused only by the exigen- 
cies of the war, is e.vceedcd now, as 


' the average is nearly 5(> per cent. 


The Republican party has thus 


seared the machinery of government 
to enrich the few at the expense of 
the many. That increase of 30 per 
cent, in the average has taken thous- 
ands of millions from the general 
public and devoted it to the creation 
of swollen fortunes.

AUTOMOBILE SPEEDING 


The Act of 1909 makes certain 


provisions for the protection of the 
lives and property of citizens. 


A general speed limit of 25 miles 


an hour is fixed; a special speed 
limit of 12 miles an kour in. "con- 
gested or built up portions" of the 
public highways, where signs have 
been placed marked in plainly legi- 
ble letters, not less than five inches 
high "Danger: Run Slow;" a pro- 
vision for the summary arrest, on 
view and without warrant, of any 
person violating the law; and a fur- 
ther provision for suspension or revo- 
cation of licenses for special offenses 
or in case of habitual offenders. 


Section 15 provides that no bor- 


ough, township or city can enforce 
or maintain any ordinance inconsis- 
tent with or lowering the speed limit 
set by the Act of 1909. 


Section 17 provides that the officer 


making the arrest shall forthwith 
make affidavit before the magistrate 
or justice of the peace setting forth 
the offense, and furnish a copy to 
the accused; and further provides for 
bail, security, trial, etc. 


The fine is from $10 to $25 for the 


first offense; from $25 to $50 for the 
second and from $50 to $200 for 
subsequent offenses, within a year. 
For second and subsequent offenses, 
which are a misdemeanor under the 
law, there is imprisonment provided 
unless the fine is paid. 


Section 22 provides that all fines 


go to the State Treasurer, except 
those for breaking the speed limit, 
which go to the city, borough or 
township in which the offense is com- 
mitted. 


The State Law takes the place of 


borough ordinances, and very prop- 
erly so. Were each borough allowed 
to make its own ordinances and re- 
quire its own particular signs, etc., 
there would be no uniformity, and 
the autoist who was really trying to 
be a law abiding citizen would have 
no way of knowing what the law 
was. As the law now stands, ft sums 
up as follows: 


No borough ordinance is necessary 


or would hold against the State Law. 


Any constable may arrest violators 


of this law, and any borough may 
appoint a special officer to arrest 
them, provided the proper sign "Dan- 
ger: Run Slow" has been placed 
where it can be plainly seen by auto- 
ists day and night. 


The arresting officer should mo- 


tion the autoist plainly to stop at the 
same time exhibiting with the other 
his star or badge ot office. 
If the 


autoist fails to heed the signal, then 
report him to the State Highwaj 
Commissioner with a statement that 
the signal was plainly given, seen 
and unheeded, and ask for revocation 
of the license. 


The fact that the reckless auto- 


driver follows a natural instirrct does 
not really differentiate him from that 
other 
criminal class which 
takes 


what it wants from the till, the bank 
or the collection box. 


People who wantonly rob us of 


comfort and safety are just as ob- 
noxrously criminal as those who steal 
our dollars and cents; really more 
so, because, after all, the life is more 
than food and the body than rai- 
ment. 


There have been a number of nar- 


row escapes from death in and near 
Schellsbnirg lately, mostly small chil- 
drfen; and always these were cases 
where the speed limit was bci'ng 
jrokea.

An autoist who respects the right of 
others ought not to be burdened with 
the general enmity of the ruralite; 
but he is, just the same; and he will 
be until the automobile associations 
find some way to correct this trouble. 


So far as we are concerned we are 


at work now getting ready to put a 
stop to the danger and discomfort. 
I don't believe there is a person in 
this town who would object to auto- 
mobiles exceeding the 12 mile limit a 
little. 
But when a man humps 


through town at from 30 to 40 miles 
an hour, I confess that my gorge 
rises at an equally high rate of 
speed; and it will be with a good 
deal of satisfaction that I hope to 
see this particular kind of mental 
invertebrate shaken down by a rude 
justice that fails not to heed the cry 
of the helpless.

BAT VICTIMS. 


must not only contend with insect 
pests, plant diseases, prairie dogs, 
skunks and the vagaries of the weath- 
er, but in the cellar, smokehouse, field, 
granary, corncrib, henhouse, barn, the 
rats and mice are after him. 


The rat is the only animal-not con- 


quered by man. He is a multiplex mul- 
tiplier, the great destroyer, and the na- 
tions are inaugurating a campaign for 
destruction. 


Young poultry is a special mark 


for the rat, and rats and mice are ex- 
pert feed thieves. 
Concrete founda- 


tions and floors, wire screen, dogs, 
cats, guns, traps and poisons should be 
used in the war against rats and mice. 


The best trap is the guillotine that 


cracks the neck. The best poisons are 
barium carbonate and strychnine sirup. 
Take one part barium carbonate to 
four parts meal and mix into a stiff 
dough, or take a half ounce strychnia 
sulphate to a pint of boiling water, add 
a pint of sugar sirup, stir and soak 
wheat overnight in this mixture. 


To feed poison without danger to 


fowls place the dope in the center of a 
box and invert a larger box over it, 
and in the side of the boxes bore a 
hole to admit rats. 


FEATHERS AND EGGSHELLS. 
Several Pennsylvania farmers who 


shot turkeys in the woods which they 
claim escaped from their flocks have 
been ordered by Secretary Kalbfus of 
the state game commission to prove 
property or stand prosecution. Now, 
if they can show that little punch 
mark in the turks' foot web they will 
save a big fine.

wise to place a sticker mark "Seal" on 
the box in such manner that the box 
cannot be opened without breaking 
same.

THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of tho Lesson, Mark iv, 26-32; 


Matt, xiii, 33— Memory Versa*, 26-28. 
Golden Text, Matt, vi, 10—Commen- 
tary Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


The portion selected from Mark for 


today's lesson gives us two parables 
one of which, the mustard seed, Is the 
third in the regular order in Matt. xiii. 
while the gradual growth of the seed 
is recorded by Mark only. The verse 
from Matthew concerning the leaven is 
the fourth in the series, according to 
Matthew, and next week's lesson on 
the wheat and tares is the second. We 
will be better able to summarize these 
first four or five parables after next 
week. Concerning them it is said, "AJI 
these things spake Jesus unto tbe inul 
titude in parables, and without a pai- 
able spake He not unto them," thus 
fulfilling Ps. Ixxviii, 2, 3. 
He spake 


the word unto them as they were able 
to hear it, and when they were alone 
He expounded all things to His dis 
ciples (Malt, xiii, 34, 35; Mark iv, 33. 
34). 
His repeatedly saying, "If any 


man have ears to hear, let him hear" 
(verses 9 and 23), or in the RevelatioD 
epistles, "Tie that hath an ear let him 
hear what the Spirit saith unto the 
churches," reminds us that many are 
dull of hearing and makes us Ions 
for such an anointed ear as Samuel 
had, to whom the Lord could whispei 
things and give him messages for oth- 
ers also. The admonitions, "Take heed 
what ye hear," and "Take heed how 
ye near" (verse 24; Luke viii, 18), were 
never more needed than now, for false 
teachers and teaching abound every 
where. Our less'on title, "The Growth 
of the Kingdom," is very misleading, 
no doubt unintentionally, but Had all 
the same. It arises from the ideaj held 
by so man-"- that the kingdom" began" 
when the Spirit came, in a special way 
and for a special purpose, at Pente 
cost and has been growing ever since, 
whereas the truth is that the kingdom 
then at hamd did not come and has 
not yet come, and when it does come 
it will not be gradual, but by a great 
catastrophe a judgment, an overthrow 
of all enemies, according to Isa. xi. 4. 
xiii, 9-11; xxxiv, 1, 2; Lrvi. 15, 16; £ev. 
xix, 19, 20; xs, 1-3. What then is the 
growth now going on, as set forth iii 
these parables and elsewhere? 
We 


must remember in connection with all 
these kingdom parables His saying 
when they asked Him about the first 
one, "Unto you it is given to know tbe 
mystery of the kingdom of God" (verse 
11). 
The kingdom is not growing, but 


the mystery more fully described in 
Eph. iii aiid elsewhere is growing. 
The church, which is His body, the elect

holy temple in the Lord (Eph. ii, l'J-^2).

IMPROVES ALL KINDS OF PIES. 


By Martha McCulloch Williams. 
Home without a mother Is hardly 


sadder than a home 
without pie— 


mince, apple, peach, 
pumpkin, cus- 


tards, plain and gorgeous—every sort 
of pie, indeed that it has entered Into 
the human mind to concoct and the 


I store room to furnish forth. Each and 
several, these can be baked in paper 
bags to their great improvement. The 
improvement is particularly 
marked 


In the case of tartlets and turnover, 
of wjblch the paste is so essential a 


j part. Doubt it who'will, the fact re- 
mains that pie crust is better, flakier, 
of richer flavor and more digestible 
when cooked in a bag 
than when 


cooked naked. 


Along with the pies do not forget 


dumplings. 
The open-faced sort—my 


special delight—for a while seemed to 
me taboo paper bag cooked. -But love 
finds a way In cookery as in other 
things. I have found that by cutting 
rounds of paper out of a paper bag, 
six inches across, folding them V- 
fashion around the edges, and clip- 
ping the folds, I have cup-shaped pap- 
er molds to line with my paste, fill 
with fruit, sugar and seasoning, and 
«ook Inside another bag. 
Both the 


molds and the containing bag must be 
well greased. 


M. Beyer's paste, which I have de- 


scribed several times in this series of 
articles, Is very fine, but here is one 
that will answer as well for many 
things, and it is less trouble to make 
and also less expensive. 
Sift a quart 


of flour, add a pinch of salt, then cut 
into the flour with a very sharp knife 
a lump of very cold lard as big as 
the fist. Wet with ice water—barely 
enough to make it stick 
together. 


Roll out, spread over the top half a 
cup more of lard sliced very thin, fold 
over a square and roll out again. 
Spread with half as much lard as was 
used the first time, fold, roll out and 
dredge lightly over the top with flour. 
Begin at one edge and roll up the 
paste, lay It in a clean pan and set on 
Ice an hour at least—much 
longer 


will not hurt. In pie making, cut off 
across the rolled 
dough an Inch or 


half-inch section, according to the size 
of crust required. 


Use tin or agate pie pans for paper 


bag baking. 


To make pie dumplings cut rounds 


of crust about five inches across, lay 
an apple or any other fruit upon one 
with sugar, butter, spices, etc., then 
cover with another, and 
pinch the 


wetted 
edges 
very tight together. 


Make mince and pumpkin pies after 


the directions given for an anniver- 
sary dinner. In addition, try sweet 
potato custards. If they are new to 
you, 
you are on the threshold of 


an experience. 
To make them, take 


half a pound of butter, cream it well, 
add five cups of sugar, and as the 
mixture grows too stiff, break Into It 
whole eggs, one at a time. TJse six 
eggs in all, then add a scant quart 
of sweet potato pulp, boiled, mashed 
fine, aad free of lumps and strings. 
Beat hard for five minutes, then add 
the warmed juice of 
two large or 


three small lemons, beat again, and 
add half a cup of barely warm cream. 
If the batter is too thick to run free- 
ly, add milk until It Is thin enough. 
Flavor with lemon extract—two table- 
spoonfuls for this quantity.

Pudding a la Munich: Take some 


slices of stale French bread and toast 
:o a light crisp brown, then spread 
'thickly, first with butter, then with 


olden syrup. Place a layer of golden 
syrup In a well-greased paper souffle 
dish, sprinkle It with washed 
and 


dried chopped currants, chopped sul- 
:anas, a little chopped lemon peel and 
a very little grated nutmeg or alsplce. 
Put a layer of the toast, then cur- 
rants, sultanas, peel and spice, and re- 
peat the layers until the dish is full. 
Make a custard with half a pint of 
milk, the well-beaten yo* . of an egg 
and a tablespoonful of powdered 
sugar. Pour over the whole and leave 
for fifteen minutes. Meanwhile, whip 
tha white of an egg to a stiff froth 
with a few drops of lemon juice; add 
a little powdered augar and pile high 
on top of the puddlflg. Put in a well- 
buttered bag, bake to a golden brown 
for thirty minutes, and serve. 
The 


meringue mixture may be omitted 
and the custard made with the whole 
egg. In that case, bake the pudding 
for thirty-five minutes. 
Dust some 


powdered sugar over and serve. 


Genoise Paste: Take six ounces of 


flour and sift it on a sheet of paper, 
then half a pound of powdered castor 
sugar and five ounces of butter, melt- 
ed but not hot. Break six eggs In a 
basin and place the basin in some 
boiling water in a Separate pan placed 
over gentle heat. Beat the eggs and 
sugar for twenty minutes or so with 
an egg-beater to a nice consistency. 
Take the basin off the fire and beat 
the contents a little again. Add flour 
and butter, m-lx lightly with a wooden' 
spoon, but do not stir it up to a cream. 
Flavor according to taste. Take any 
kind of mold or tin you like, well but- 
ter it and dredge with castor sugar. 
Three parts fill it with the paste and 
place In the paper bag. Allow thirty- 
five minutes In a moderate

THE YOUNG ORCHARD 


Professor Surface Suggests Mowing 


and Sowing Crimson Clover. 


In reply to inquiries concerning 


what should be done at this season 
with a young orchard, the State 
Zoologist wrote: 


"Concerning the treatment of your 
orchard, I must say' that what it 
needs" must be in accord with the 
growth it has made. If there is a 
satisfactory amount of growth there 
you need not do much to stimulate 
turther growth this year, and I 
would rather have the wood become 
harder before fall than have it grow 
late into the fall. 
If the ground is 
quite dry and the weeds are taking 
the "moisture from the ground, I 
would "prepare to mow them, and let 
them remain upon the soil. 
This 
should be done soon. It would be 
still better to cut up the soil with a 
disc harrow and sow crimson clover 
seed, and then go over it with -a 
smoothing harrow. 
This is realty 
the best treatment that 1 can recom- 
mend tor an orchard at this time of 
year. 
You can sow crimson clover 
seed at any time before the last of 
July. 
Sow fifteen to twenty pounds 


of seed per acre. This will remain 
as a cover crop during the winter, and 
you can turn it down in the spring 
and get nitrogen and organic matter 
in the cheapest way possible."
